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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford : 


This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1948, 
and is a part of the report of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 

Four schools, two with one teacher in each, one with 
two teachers, and one with three teachers, were maintained 
for thirty-five weeks. The average number of pupils en- 
rolled was 127, and the average daily attendance was 
114:34. Tuitions: were paid for. five resident elementary 
school pupils and twenty-one high school pupils. The aver- 
age cost per pupil was, for elementary schools $157.93, and 
for high school $120. 60. Twenty-four elementary school 
pupils. were transported at an average cost of $26.14. _ 

The total number of different elementary school pupils 
enrolled was 130. Of this number, 99 were promoted one 
school grade, 14 were promoted conditionally, 10 were not 
promoted, and seven were transferred to other schools out- 
side of the town. The number of pupils with physical de- 
fects reported by teachers were: Hearing 9, vision 19, and 
teeth 36. Corrections reported were: Vision 4, and teeth 
36. The number immunized were: From smallpox 2, and 
from diphtheria 5..The most common physical defect found 
among school children is defective teeth. Dental clinics 
sponsored by interested local organizations are most help- 
ful and:‘appreciated... 

Necessary repairs and improvements were made in all 
of the schools. At Miller’s Pond, steel tanks for the chemi- 
cal toilets were renewed and playground equipment con- 
sisting of teeter boards and swings was provided. At the 
Village and Old City schools, lighting fixtures were renew- 
ed to meet state requirements for adequate lighting. Swings 
and teeter boards were installed at Old City and swings 
were reconditioned at South Strafford. . The’ Pond school 
needs to be painted and the classroom at the Old City school 
should be enlarged and provided with sanitary toilet facil- 
ities. The classroom space at this school is entirely inade- 
quate to meet the needs of the expected enrollment next 
year, and within the next few years a seriously over-crowd- 
ed condition is likely to exist. The state aids generously in 
this kind of permanent improvement and the children now 
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attending the school should be given the advantage of this 
help. 

The changing conditions of rural life brought about 
by rural electrification, improved roads, widespread use of 
mechanical horsepower, country-wide adjustments to hous- 
ing needs, and population pressures are bound to affect the 
schools in ways that have not been foreseen. It is my opin- 
ion that it would be wise for the Board of School Directors 
in every town to establish a policy of actively seeking the 
advice of a group of alert citizens of their choice who are 
known to have the best interests of their community at 
heart. Such a group could provide valuable information 
by conducting a continuous community survey. A contin- 
uous census of children of all ages could be maintained and 
their respective locations in town indicated. Future ade- 
quacy of school buildings could be studied in the light of 
these investigations as well as transportation facilities and 
needs, teacher supply, and conditions affecting the health of 
children. The different ways of meeting similar problems 
in other places could be noted and the whole serve as a res- 
ervoir of up-to-date information that would be most help- 
ful when choices have to be made. :
